Force till after the Revolution in England, when the Proprietary had the 
Misfortune to be ſuſpected of too great an Attachment to, and Correſpon- 
dence with, the late King James, ſo that he was under a Neceſſity of 

concealing himſelf for ſome Years ; during which Time the Government of 

this Province was adminiſtred by Colonel Flezcher, under the immediate Au- 
thority of the Crown. But in the latter End of the Year 1693, on a 
: Hearing before the King and Council, the Proprietary ſo effectually cleared 
: himſelf, that he was readily acquitted, and reſtored to his Government of 
& this Province. | 


THE Proprietary being thus reinſtated, appointed William Markham his 
Lieutenant-Governor, who paſſed the third Frame of Government, dated 
IVovember 7, 1696, which was enforced by ſome ſubſequent Laws, and 
continued until the preſent Charter was accepted by the Repreſentatives of 
the Province, in October, 1701, tho totally rejected by the Members of 
the Three Lower Counties, which had been till that Time annexed to the 
Province, under the Name of The Territories; ſo that a Breach enſued, 
which at length terminated in an entire Separation ; and the Repreſenta- 
tives of the Province, and of the Three Lower Counties, have ever ſince 
compoſed Aſſemblies independant of each other, as had been provided by 
this Charter, in Caſe of Diſagreement. 


IN order therefore to introduce the firſt Acts paſſed by the Repreſenta- 
tives during the Time the Province and Territories continued united, and to 
give ſome Account of the Country, at that Time, ſo far as is conſiſtent with 
a Work of this Nature, the Proprietary's firſt Application to the Crown for a 
Grant, and the ſeveral Deliberations thereon till he obtained it, as well as a Re- 
port aſcertaining the Boundaries of the Lower Counties, between the Crown 
and the Lord Baltimore, are inſerted from authentic Papers and Records;

Anſwer, to which that Reſolve is a Reply, did adminiſter juſt Occaſion for the faid Reſolve:

2. That the Proprietary, purſuant to the Powers granted him by the Letters Patent 
for this Province, made certain Conſtitutions and Conceſſions, containing divers Rights, Li- 
berties and Privileges, which he gave the People a very ſacred Aſſurance to enjoy; and 
that neither he, nor any under him, ſhould procure or do any Thing whereby thoſe Liber- 
ties, nor aniy Part thereof, ſhould be infringed : And further, in Purſuance of the fame 
royal Grant, did,incorporate this City of Philadelphia, veſting the Mayor and Aldermen \ 
with the Power of conſerving the Peace, and trying Larcenies, and other ſmall Offences, 
puniſhable by Fine or Whipping. That the faid Lieutenant-Governor was in Duty bound 
to rule this Province, according to the true Intent of thoſe Conſtitutions and Conceſſions, 
until they were diſallowed by the Queen; nevertheleſs he has uſed. ſeveral Ways to elude 
and render them ineffectual to the People, for whoſe Benefit they were propoſed, as in Part 
appears by, theſe following Inſtances, vzz. Ode gp 8 
That when the Aſſembly, in the Year 1704, prepared a Bill for explaining and confirm- 
ing the Charter of the ſaid City, the Lieutenant-Governor (having conceived a Diſpleaſure 
againſt the City Magiſtrates, becauſe they would have puniſhed ſome of his Companions 
for Diſorders in the Night Revels, and for beating the Conftable and Watch) refuſed to 
paſs the Bill; and commiſſionated the County Juſtices to determine Matters ariſing within 
the City, and properly cognizable by the City Magiſtrates; to the End, as we conceive, 
that he might not only get the Fines at his own Diſpoſal (which the Proprietary had granted 
towards ſupporting the Government of the ſaid City) but alſo that the Taverns and Ale- 
houſes (the very Nurſeries of Diforders and Debaucheries in this Place) might be multi- 
plied ; and withal, that his arbitrary Deſigns of raiſing Money upon the Queen's Subjects, 
without Law, might be better effected, he having impoſed two Licences a Vear upon moſt 
of the Keepers of thoſe Houſes, the one for Wine, and the other for Beer; and exacted 
Eight Pounds, per Annum, or upwards, from every One, that had thoſe two Licences, 
and fo proportionable for the reſt ; whereby he raiſed great Sums of Money upon the In- 
habitants of this Province, without Law or Precedent, © | . 
That the Proprietary, purſuant to the Powers of the ſaid Letters Patent, gave to the Peo- 
ple of this Province a Charter of Privileges, which directs, that there ſhall be an Aſſem- 
bly yearly choſen by the Freemen of this Province, on the firſt Day of October, for ever; 
which Aſſembly ſhall fit upon their own Adjournments; prepare Bills to paſs into Laws; 
impeach Criminals, and redreſs Grievances : And that the Freemen in each County, at the 
Time and Place of Meeting for electing their Repreſentatives, may, as often as there ſhall 
be Occaſion, chuſe Perſons for Sheriffs and Coroners, in Manner as that Charter preſcribes ; 
but the {aid Lieutenant-Governor having infringed the ſaid Charter, by rejecting the Peo- 
ple's Choice of Sheriff and Coroner for the City and County of Philadelphia, in the Year 
1704 (as he has alſo done this Year) and by licencing ſeveral Taverns and Ale-houſes in 
Philadelphia, againſt, and without, the Recommendations of the City Magiſtrates ; the Aſ- 
ſembly in the ſaid Year 1 704; Propoſed a Bill for explaining and confirming the ſaid Char- 
ter of Privileges, . and for preventing ſuch Infringements for the future, which the Governor 
refuſed to paſs; and when that Aſſembly ſhewed their Diſlike to his rejecting the People's 
Choice, and; inſtead of them, commiſſionating other Perſons of his own Appointment, 
he ſent a Meſſage to diſmiſs the Aſſembly; againſt the Form and Effect of the ſaid Charter, | . 
and known Uſage of this Government, and contrary to his Duty and Truſt to the Pro- 
prietary, and People committed to his Care: | 
3. That all Taxes laid upon the Subjects for Support of Government, ſhould be given to 
the Queen, with humble Application, that ſhe may allow the ſame to be appropriated for 
the Uſes deſired, which the {aid Lieutenant-Governor ought not to be ignorant of; never-

another Impoſition upon the Trade of this Province, and impedes the Paſſage granted by the | 


royal Charter to and from the fame; and by Colour of that Law, has exacted great Sums 
of Money from divers of the Queen's Subjects againſt their Wills : and endeaveurcd co ſink 


ſome of the Veſſels which himſelf had Cleared, «nd knew them to be fair Traders; and
